and in the Smoking Room 12.00 p. m. 



Seats at Tables can be arranged for through the Chief Steward 
in charge. If two sittings are necessary, children paying half 
fare take their meals at the first sitting. 

Baggage. Questions relating to baggage should be referred to 
the Deck Officer in charge, who is the Ship’s Baggage Master. 
Baggage marked “Wanted” is placed in the Baggage room, 
where Passengers will have access to it from 10 to 11 a. m. and 
from 3 to 4 p. m. daily. 

Valuables. In the Purser’s Office the Company has provided a 
safe in which Passengers may deposit money or other valu- 
ables for safe- keeping. As the Company makes no charge for 
taking care of such articles during the voyage, no responsibility 
can be accepted for possible loss or damage however such may 
arise, but Passengers can protect themselves by insurance. 
The Company is not liable to the Passengers for the loss of 
valuables kept in the cabins. 

For the convenience of the Passengers 
the Purser is prepared to exchange a limited amount of Foreign 
Money and will give due notice when the Exchange will be 

open.

same.

A Physician and Trained Nurse are in 
attendance during the voyage. Medicine will be provided free.

5 p. m. 

Baths for ladies can be ordered from the Stewardess; baths 
for gentlemen can be ordered from the Barber.
